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CENTRAL BOOK PURCHASING FOR LIBRARIES 
A Proposal to be Discussed at Asbury Park Convention 


The current issue of the American Library 
Association Bulletin prints a concrete plan 
or a centralized purchasing headquarters for 
‘yraries, and urges a full discussion of the 
ubject at the coming convention. 

The War Service of the American Library 
Association will soon be brought to an end. 
The Association, however, will not be at all 
content to reduce its activities to the ante- 
bellum scale. If any promising field of serv- 
‘ce as extensive and taxing as the Library 
\War Service could be found and cultivated, 
there are many workers who would welcome 
the task. 

A number of persons familiar with the ad- 
ministration of the War Service have on dif- 
ferent occasions suggested the establishment 
oi a central book agency for the benefit of 
\merican libraries. Among them Mr. Comp- 
ton and Mr. Vail have proposed, in the Febru- 
ry and March numbers of the Library 
‘ournal, that a national book purchasing head- 
quarters be organized, somewhat similar to 
the entirely successful Book Department of 
the Library War Service. 

This is a matter which the Asbury Park 
Conference will do well to consider. The 
potentialities of such a project are very great. 
What a book headquarters might become, 
presently or eventually, is indicated below, in 
the form of a prospectus. 

Name. A. L. A. Book Service. 
Place. New York. 
Furposes. 
1. To relieve libraries, by a central organ- 
ion, of part of the expense of money and 
time connected with book-buying and the prep- 
aration of books for use. 

2. To assist libraries in book selection and 
i the extension of the use of books. 

‘tivities. The A. L. A. Book Service: 

1. Will buy for libraries books in print and 
out of print, new and second-hand, in all lan- 
cuages. from publishers and dealers both 
fomestic and foreign, and will secure for 
Mraries the largest possible discounts. 

2. Will classify and catalog books so bought 
and will prepare them for the shelves of the 
patronizing library, provided, and so far as, 
he details of all this work can be adjusted 
‘0 suit the library’s requirements. 

_3. Will classify and catalog books sent to 
its office which are in out-of-the-way lan- 
suages or are otherwise difficult to treat. 

4. Will provide durable bindings as request- 
ed at the smallest possible expense, and in 
general will undertake binding, rebinding, and 
‘ne hinding for libraries.

9. Will undertake to provide, partly thru 
other library organizations, reading matter of 
all kinds to communities, groups, and individ- 
uals that are not in touch with local library 
facilities. 

10. Will act as an agent for inter-library 
loans. 

11. Will act as an agent for subscriptions to 
periodicals and serials, both American and 
foreign, and upon request will supply editions 
of these specially bound for circulation. 

12. Will act as a receiving and distributing 
agent for duplicate and discarded books. 

13. Will serve as an information clearing 
house. 

14. Will be the national headquarters for 
co-operative library publicity—such publicity 
being more easily maintained in connection 
with a book headquarters than elsewhere. 

Several considerations should be borne in 
mind which bear upon the project proposed. 
First, the organization must become self- 
supporting. The financing of the service at 
its inception and in its early days is its main 
problem. 

Both the smallest and the largest libraries 
should benefit by the various services offered. 

The saving of expense to libraries by the 
proposed organization would be as much in- 
direct as direct. 

The present Library War Service headquar- 
ters organization and machinery are in many 
respects suitable or adaptable for the proposed 
undertaking. 

In order that book-shops might not perish 
from the land by reason of competition with 
a library book organization, libraries would be 
obliged to work for an increased patronage 
of local booksellers by the public. 


New Copyright Legislation at Washington 


Mr. Nolan, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Patents, introduced on May 28th the 
following bill: 

A Bill 
To amend sections 8 and 21 of the Copyright 
Act, approved March 4, 1900. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Conaress assembled, That sections 8 
and 21 of the act entitled “An act to amend 
and consolidate the acts respecting copyright,” 
approved March 4, 1900, be amended to read 
as follows:

The PusriisHers’ WerEKLY had hoped to be 
able to present to the American book-trade 
the full text of Mr. Bull’s speech before this 
date, feeling that there would be much of 


value for our own problems. In a letter to 
the Publishers’ Circular, Mr. Bull has stated 
that it had been his “intention to place before 
his audience a reasoned statement, showing 
that magnificent opportunities would accrue 
to the book-trade as a result of the social, 
political and economic changes that were tak- 
ing place, both in this country and abroad. 
* * * His object was to indicate how the 
book-trade could become a rea! force in bring- 
ing the average individual to a better under- 
standing of both home and foreign affairs. 
* * * Jt was his intention to speak on the 
future of those employed in the book-trade. 
That if the book-trade, and in particular the 
bookshop, is to attract the educated individual 
in the future, then both the conditions and 
remuneration must approximate to those 
which obtain in other trades and professions 
which call for the same class of individual 
as will be essential for the bookshops.” 


This address was not delivered and the 
hostility in the audience was found to come 
from a large group who represented the so- 
called “National Union of Printing and 
Paper Trade Workers’—an established or- 
ganization which includes in its membership 
a number of men engaged in the bookselling 
trade, and which claims to have bettered the 
conditions and remuneration not only of the 
menual workers of the printing and paper 
trade but also those of the booksellers who 
have become members. 

The meeting at Essex Hall then came to be 
a contest between those who favored the 
establishment of a new union of booksellers 
and of those who were opposed to a new or- 
ganizatin on the ground that the old organ- 
ization was able and had demonstrated that 
it could provide for the future of the book- 
trade as regards conditions and remunera- 
tion. After a short time limit of discussion 
a vote was taken, the result of which was an 
overwhelming majority in favor of the exist- 
ing union. 

There are many booksellers who feel that 
those emploved in buying and selling books 
have little in common with those who are 
manual workers in the paper and printing 
trade, and that a new union which embodies 
their particular aims is to be desired. The 
hostility of the present union is chiefly due to 
the feeling that the booksellers are attempt- 
ing to divide the workers of an industry and 
will thus weaken the “Paper Workers Union.” 
This hostility, which broke out in a noisy 
usurpation of the book-trade meeting sched- 
uled, apparently has its origin further back 
in the relations of the two groups than is 
evident from this story of the Essex Hall 


gathering. 
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A New Link with the French Book- 


Trade 


L’Agence Générale de Librairie et de Publi- 
cation, an organization for the extension of 
the French book-trade in foreign countries, 
will open an American branch in New York 
on September first. The branch will be un- 
der the direction of Maurice Sloog, antiquar- 
jan and for fifteen years representative of the 
French book-trade. 

In 1912 l’Agence Générale succeeded Nils- 
son, an exporting house of thirty years’ stand- 
ing, with the purpose of creating a strong 
organization to push the sale of the French 
book abroad and to establish closer trade re- 
lations with foreign countries. It now has 
branches in London, Petrograd, Amsterdam, 
Brussels and Buenos Aires and has become 
affiliated with similar organizations like the 
Societa Generale delle Messaggerie Italiane 
in Italy, the Sociedad General de Libreria 
Espafiola in Spain and the Depot Central de 
Librairie in Switzerland. 


Mr. Harcourt Leaves Holt 


Alfred Harcourt of Henry Holt & Co., who 
has had so prominent a place in recent pub- 
lishing history as head of the Holt trade 
publishing department, has resigned from this 
position and will shortly announce his plans 
for a new general publishing business. 


Mr. Harcourt entered the Holt office fifteen 
years ago on graduation from Columbia, 
where he had become interested in the pub- 
lishing field as one of the managers of the 
college daily. Mr. Frank Hackett left Holt 
that fall, and Mr. Harcourt energetically took 
hold of trade sales with a fall list that was 
headed by such historic successes as “The 
Lightning Conductor” and “The Divine 
Fire.’ 

He has seen the Holt trade list grow stead- 
ily in sales and permanent value and many 
of the successes of the house during this 
period have been notable in publishing an- 
nals. Frost, Sandburg, Untermeyer, De la 
Mare have given poetry of the highest char- 
acter: Rolland has been introduced to an 
American reading, De Morgan has been carried 
thru to eight notable volumes. Dorothy Can- 
field has risen to a first rank among Amer- 
ican women novelists and Bergson put in the 
best seller class; Stevenson’s “Home Book of 
Verse” made a bookstore staple; the juvenile 
list greatly strengthened and strong connec- 
tions made with political thinkers of the day. 
The Home University Library has been made 
a notable international publishing success. and 
the Makers of the Nineteenth Century Series 
successfully started. 

Mr. Harcourt has always found time to 
serve actively on publishers’ committees and 
to make valuable contributions to the cause 
of general progress. His new venture will 
receive the hearty good wishes of authors, 
booksellers and fellow publishers.

These evidently are of the 
variety who are decidedly unwilling to learn 
from experience. 

It may he easy to shove the responsibility

—hut the one who retails the book thinks quite

A text-book of “Retail Selling,” written by 
Helen Rich Norton, which has just been pub- 
lished by Ginn & Co. is a volume that 
every retail bookseller should pass around to 
every salesman. Miss Norton was for eight 
years connected with the Prince School of 
Education for Store Service in Boston, where 
the best pioneer work has been done in train- 
ing for salesmanship.

Selling Helps and Hints 


In mapping out a selling program, it is 
necessary for the manufacturer or publisher 
to remember that the dealer is invariably the 
dominant factor in any successful campaign. 
His word carries more weight in the con- 
sumer’s mind than pages of advertising and 
miles of posters. 

In a recent issue of Printers’ Ink I. L. Ros- 
enberg had an article on dealer helps that 
really help the retailer, in which he said that 
if more advertising managers interested in 
“dealers service’ would spend part of the 
time learning the dealer’s problem first hand 
instead of trying to help the dealer cope with 
problems which are purely imaginary, there 
would be a much closer bond of understand- 
ing between the manufacturer and the dealer. 

The average dealer is a hundred per cent 
more interested in a single idea which will 
be conducive to bringing one new customer 
into the store than he is in ads, showing 
scenes from the factory, etc. He is interested 
in articles written by other dealers telling 
how they handle various situations, for thru 
them he feels he is getting helpful facts and 
not “hot air.” 

If booklets are sent to dealers for consumer 
distribution, the dealer must be convinced that 
he is the one who profits when they are care- 
fully placed in the hands of customers, and 
it is he who loses when they are promiscuously 
thrown about or allowed to gather cobwebs 
under his counter or in the store room. It 
pays to have some competent person check 
over the exact spelling of the name and ad- 
dress on all booklets bearing the dealer’s im- 
print, for the average dealer dislikes to dis- 
tribute booklets upon which his name is mis- 
spelled, if only one letter is wrong. 

The thousands upon thousands of dollars 
spent yearly by manufacturers to gain the 
good will of the dealer and establish more 
amicable bonds and a spirit of closer co-opera- 
tion would be more effectually appropriated if 
a greater number of advertising men would 


spend more of their time on the firt: 


getting acquainted with the dealer until 
really understand him, find out 
wants and doesn’t want, and why.
